This house has a three-bay facade with the entry on the right. The entry 
has a plain pilaster and a phain wide frieze. Windows are fitted with 
6-over-6 sash and have wide molded surrounds. A one-story shallow 
roofed porch extends around the left and right side; it is framed in 

at the rear. The porch lacks a rail; it\is supported on turned posts 
with simple curved post brackets. The molded main roof cornice shows 

a partial return across the gable ends. The left elevation has a ; 
modern exterior brick chimney. There is a 19th-century barn with 
vertical board siding and a hip-roofed cupola to the rear.

BUILOER 
19 HISTORICAL OR ARCHITECTURAL IMPOR NCE 


This house is architecturally significant as a good example of a 19th- 
century vernacular dwelling, and as one of a cluster of older houses 
near the Kensington Congregational Church. Typical 19th-century verna- 
cular features include the orientation of the house, the relatively tall 
and narrow proportions, the partial cornice return, and the porch, with 
its turned posts and jigsawn brackets. The lingering influence of the 
Greek Revival is evident in the pilaster-and-lintel entrance treatment. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


Industrialist Jonathan T. Hart owned this house in the 1880s. Many 
other early owners were major Berlin property holders; the house was 
presumably a rental property.
